Most of the power concerns in 
the drouth-stricken southeast will 
require an over-all 20 per cent re- 
duction in power consumption in 
order to continue service. For 
that reason nondefense industries 
must curtail the use of power to 
such an extent that defense in- 
dustries can continue unham- 
pered. 

Deadline June 16. 

The rationing will begin at 6° 
a. m., June 16, and will be en-| 
forced by the Georgia Power 
Company, the Alabama Power 
Company, the- South Carolina 
Power Company, the Mississippi 
-Power Company, the Gulf Power 
Company and the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority. 

The Alabama Power Company 
pointed out, in a statement, that 
“general curtailment of electricity 
use in industrial plants will be the 
only answer to keeping defense 
industries in operation at top 
speed.” i 

The rationing plan was adopted 
only after consultation between 
Leland Olds, chairman of the Fed- 
eral Power Commission, southern 
power companies, the TVA and 
Army and Navy authorities. 

Already private power concerns 
have appealed to industries and 
municipalities to curtail consump- 
tion at all possible outlets and, in 
addition, have thrown into opera- 
tion all available steam plants, 
some considered obsolescent.

Without Stoppage? 

On Thursday, 9,000 CIO union workers at 
the North American Aviation Corporation 
plant at Inglewood, Cal., went on strike, forc- 
ing complete stoppage of work at this plant 
where $196,000,000 worth of planes for the 
United States and Britain are being con- 
structed. 

The dispute between the union and the 
company has been for some time before the 
federal mediation board, at Washington. The 
union membership had made agreement with 
the company that there would be no stoppage 
of work pending settlement of the dispute and 
the company, for its part, had pledged that 
whatever terms of settlement were finally ac- 
cepted would be made retroactive to May l. 

Yet, on Thursday morning, the union called 
a strike and the men did not enter the plant 
at the start of the morning shift. 

Also this week a west coast CIO lumber 
workers’ union rejected the mediation board’s 
recommendations and continued to block de- 
fense by continuing their strike. 

President Roosevelt, in his famous “un- 
limited national emergency” speech of last 
week, declared “A nation-wide machinery for 
the conciliation and mediation of industrial 
dispuates has been set up. That machinery 
must be used promptly—and without stoppage 
of work.” 

The issue is drawn plain. Defiant union 
leaders have flung the words of the President, 
the leader of the nation, the commander who 
has declared an “unlimited emergency” exists, 
back into his teeth. Their action constitutes 
a direct challenge to this nation’s announced 
determination to assure the defeat of the Nazi 
forces. They have, by calling a strike under 
such circumstances, ranged themselves with 
the acknowledged enemies-of the nation. 

It is useless any longer to prate about theo- 
retical “rights to strike,” “equality of benefit,” 
and all the other shibboleths of union spell- 
binders. 

The emergency has been declared. The 
machinery for arbitration is handling all points 
of dispute involved. The union has broken 
ts own promise there shall be no work stop- 
page. 

This strike, under all circumstances known, 
is neither more nor less than direct sabotage 
of the defense and war effort. 

All that now remains to be seen is whether 
President Roosevelt has the courage to back 
his firm words of last week with action and 
take all necessary steps to see that no longer 
shall defense industry be sabotaged, either by 
fire, by sand in the bearings nor by strike.

Captain Alleyne, R. N. 

A breath of history came in the news report 
this week in an announcement of the loss of a 
British auxiliary cruiser, H. M. S. Salopian. 

Master of the Salopian was Captain Sir J. M. 
Alleyne, D. S. O.,.D. S. C., R. N. He had come 
from a retirement earned by 32 years on the 
high seas, in peace and in war, to serve his 
country once again. 

Lost in what is recounted only as the sink- 
ing of an auxiliary cruiser, Captain Alleyne 
participated in one of the classic feats of the 
Royal Navy during the last war. 

This same Captain Alleyne was navigator of 
the Cruiser Vindictive on one May morning 
wreathed in fog some: six months before the 
Armistice in 1918. The Vindictive, old and hard- 
ly to be dignified by the classification of 
cruiser, was sent into the harbor at Ostend and 
sunk in an attempt to block the channel of 
that submarine nest. Other vessels of the 
Royal ‘Navy took off the men aboard under a 
hail of gunfire. 

_ His service to his country done, he retired 
in 1936.

oil pipe lines are a necessity and an essential 
item in the national defensé program. The 
house of representatives at Washington has 
passed a bill permitting government agencies 
or private concerns to exercise the right of 
éminent domain to rush construction of any 
pipe line deemed, by the President, vital to 
national defense. Such power is granted only 
temporarily, however, until June 30,- 1943. 

The measure now goes to the senate where 
it is expected to pass with equal celerity. 

One-fifth of American oil tankers have been 
transfered from their usual service to that of 
carrying the essential oil to Britain. The re- 
mainder are not sufficient to keep a full supply 
of oil in those regions which must transport 
oil from producing areas. Such regions include 
practically all the eastern seaboard states, from 
New England to Florida. 

In the meantime, Secretary Ickes has warn- 
ed that, pending operation of. such pipe lines, 
it will probably be necessary to curtail the use 
of gasoline for pleasure cars. “Gasless” Sun- 
days will probably be instituted within a few 
weeks and there is serious possibility it may 
be necessary to ban pleasure driving of auto- 
mobiles entirely. 

The United States supply of oil is ample. It 
is only the transportation of that oil from 
producer to consumer which lacks. 

The Georgia legislature refused to grant the 
right of eminent domain, in this state, to the 
pipe lines. It now appears that the assembly 
was at fault. Their reluctance to grant such 
powers to private concerns is easily under- 
standable, but now the urgency of the national 
war program overrules any such comparatively 
minor objection. The pipe lines will be built 
and it can only be hoped they will be in service 
before too much hardship is imposed upon the 
people. 

And Secretary Ickes announced, also, a plan 
to put the entire nation on daylight saving 
time, thus conserving electric power, seriously 
needed for defense factories’ operation. 

The pinch of the unlimited emergency will 
soon be felt by the avérage American, it 


appears.

of the case, a prompt response to the British request might have 
been anticipated. The President, to whom the problem was taken, 
gave the green light for quick action. But the government lawyers 


at the State Department and elsewhere got the problem into their 


hands, and chewed it over, lovingly rolling on their tongues every 
trivial difficulty, until many months had passed. Before they could 
be satisfied, a new, ostensibly civilian braneh of the RAF had to 
be established, in order to receive American technicians recruited 
as civilian experts. They might never have been satisfied at all if 
Assistant Secretary of State Dean G. Acheson had not intervened. 
But now the radio men are to be offered their chances to serve— 
some months too late. 

Again the first 550 RAF recruits to get their preliminary air 
training in this country are now gathered in Canada, waiting to 
be assigned to American flying schools.

When it was finally 
and completely demonstrated that Japan as an open member of the 
Axis, and Russia as a silent partner, were beyond conciliation, 
agreement in principle on an economic warfare agency was at- 
tained. A memorandum on the subject was signed by Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull, Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau and 
Attorney General Robert H. Jackson. An executive order setting 
up the agency was drafted in the Bureau of the Budget. But the 
interdepartmental rivalry is so intense that no agreement has been 
reached on the crucial question of the man ot head the new agency. 

The will to obstruct manifests itself equally in little things and 
in big. The frenzied efforts of Assistant Secretary of State Breckin- 
ridge Long to keep it as difficult as possible for British children 
to enter this country was a minor manifestation. A major mani- 
festation is the department’s firm refusal to consider sending home 
all the German and Italian diplomats, who are using their official 
positions as screens for propaganda, espionage and similar activities. 
In the case of the German consul general in New York, it is public 
knowledge that he improperly assisted the German aviator, Baron 
von Werra, to escape from this country. Yet, even though the 
offense was so flagrant, no action was taken. Fortunately, when 
this country does make its final decision, the mere pressure of 
public opinion will put a stop to such goings on.

ANOTHER SMASHING BLOW It is believed Hitler will 
strike at Egypt and the Suez

This will be accompanied by even harder blows against English 
shipping. 

When this blow comes, as it seems it must, the Germans will 
put on pressure to make peace with England. This pressure will 
have as a part of it a persistent effort to drive a wedge between 
England and the United States. It will be charged that we never 
intended really to help them. England will be offered much of her 
empire. That will be the big test of the war. If the English people 
and government can survive that blow, then they will go on. Time 
works gainst Hitler. Almost nothing else does. 

England’s plane production is not believed to be great. But help 
is beginning to go to them. Some of our engines are on the way. 
Additional planes are on the way. 

We know this is true. Its truth is reflected in the strikes in 
the west coast industries, notably aircraft. Not even the unions 
themselves deny that, without exception, west coast unions are ugly 
with Communist influence and leadership. Nowhere else in the 
nation is that small element, powerless except to delay and agitate 
and foment trouble, so able to work its will. 

Help is beginning to go to England. It is not going in great 
quantities but it is going in ever increasing quantities. There is 
no need to deceive ourselves about it. It will be fall and mid- 
winter before our production begins to grow large enough materially 
to help England. 

She is hanging on now because of what small help we do send, 

If England can stand the loss of the Suez and the Mediterranean 
and beat off any invasion effort, time will begin to work for her. 
Time and the machines of’ the United States will begin to make a 
showing. 

England can’t win without our material help. Without it, Eng- 
land now would be sunk. 

Hitler will work to bring about peace when he has won the 
Mediterranean. 

That is the way many believe. It is in the Hitler pattern.

Yesterday the manager of Stokely’s plant, where food is packed 
for field rations for the Army, said they had plenty of cans for 
the present but that plans were already announced for the can com- 
panies to put less tin in their coatings of cans, and that collection 
of old cans soon would begin. There is a shortage of tin. This is 
a great rich country but it has had precious few statesmen whose 
foresight was longer than their noses. 

It was but two and a half years ago they were anarling at Roose- 
velt for asking for 5,000 planes. Had they granted that request 
we would have been in production when the pressure did come. 
_ We are paying for our own stupidity and for electing so many 
stupid persons to congress. The same congress now is willing to 
spend money like a drunken sailor. Some of it is going to be 
wasted. 

By and large, though, those industrialists who have quit being 
mad at Mr. Roosevelt and got down to business, are producing, 
Or beginning to do so.

HYDE PARK, Thursday.—We are having our second day of 
steady rain. It is the kind of June weather when a fire on the 
hearth is pleasant. Yesterday I discovered that last year’s robins, 
or their progeny, have returned, not to the — 
same bathroom window, but to the one next to 
it. Two blue eggs lie in the nest, from which 
the mother flies away whenever she hears a 
noise. I really wonder whether they are wet 
and miserable when the rain beats upon the 
window and all the protection they have is the 
ivy vine which grows thick around them. 

I am going to New York City today to do 
some shopping. I imagine that it will not be 
as pleasant as trotting around the house or 
finishing things up at my desk would be. Work 
accomplished gives me such a sense of virtue. 

I wrote last night, but the quiet of the house, 

broken only by the crackling of the burning logs, seems to make 
the hours slip away unnoticed. It is only on waking the next 
morning that I realize that perhaps I sat up a bit too late. 

The news that Chief Justice Hughes is retiring on July 1 comes 
as a shock. He always seemed to be such a vigorous person that 
I do not associate him with any particular age. It must be a great 
satisfaction, however, to reach the point where you feel you can 
lay aside your work and do only the things you want to do the 
rest of your life.

‘Hard Thinking Needed 
Today,’ New Wesleyan 
President Says. 


A renewed consecration to hard 
'and honest thinking is necessary 
in today’s “stern battle with the 
forces that hinder progress,” 
Bishop Arthur Moore, Atlanta 
resident bishop and _ recently 
elected president of Wesleyan Col- 
lege, told 400 Emory graduates in 
a baccalaureate sermon last night. 

“The culture we enjoy today,” 
he said, “is not the result of our 
own labor, but a result of toil, 
tears and sacrifices of those before 
us. Our forefathers didn’t set out 


to build just another nation, but 
a nation religiously free. 

“We are rich in _ intellectual 
freedom because of men who for- 
got themselves into immortality, 
men who were bigger than their 
times,” he declared, calling up 
students to “show gratitude for 
this heritage” by defending it
